Not¬ 
withstanding Ohio Inis produced more 
than her share of successful public 
men, and in spile of the lioiicM record 
of l liii-e and Hicrmnti her tic-ids have 
grown and developed more liuaiieial 
heresies to the* acre than any other 
section within the hounds of the union. 
The coming state campaign in Ohio is 
one w hen in w ill he decided nothing 
more nor less than whether the finan¬ 
cial ideas of Thurman and Torn Kwing 
<»r ol Sherman and (iarlield are held 
|i\ the gieater number of her voters 
to he the Iito-t practicable. The ques¬ 
tion i■* one of greenback inflation vs. 
•• lione.-jt money;" of theoretical li* 
minec as enunciated by Senator 1 bur- 
mail. a dt moeratio aspirant to the 
ITesideiiev. «*r practical finance as 
demonstrated by Sec retary Sherman, 
a Republican ■‘olicitaut. Rescind this, 
there i* nothing significant in tlo.- fact 
that tin two great parties are about to 
divide Ml a closely contested slate, iu 
a bi-annual encounter lit the polls. 

It lias been asserted from the begin¬ 
ning of the canvas for the nomination 
that he c ause id the intimacy of Mr.
